‘This Friday's dance promises to be both interesting and exciting. 
A Portland based band called UPEPO will provide the en- 
tertainment. So what the hell is a UPEPO? UPEPO is a Swahili 
word having not one, but three meanings. Firs, it means “wind,” 
then in somewhat the same mode, “freedom of spirit.” The third 
meaning has to do with spirit exorcism, in that the exorcism 
ceremony contains a special rhythm named Upepo. The congo 
drummer says that ‘‘everybody in the band relates to all three 
meanings of the word.” 

And what kind of music does UPEPO play? The music takes 
varied stances, some soft and ballad-like works and others fast, 
with jazz solors. ‘‘We’re all interested in different kinds of music, 
says bassist Michael Kearsey. “‘We play stuff from the Middle 
East, Indonesia, Cuba, Brazil, Detroit, even Portland, sometimes.” 

The band started as a workshop in August of 1971 but only in the 
last couple of years has performed as UPEPO. Stan Wood, a band 
member, is featured playing his vibraband, a thin rubber strip used 
by dentists to keep the teeth dry as they are working. The 
vibraband can “‘sound like a piccolo, a trumpet, or a 747 landing in 
a blizzard.” 

It should be an exciting night. ‘‘We seek to bring out the true 
spirit of each musician and the true spirit of each listener to create 
a clear communication and energy transfer within the band and 
between the band and the audience. We’re trying to offer a varied 
diet of jazz-oriented music but it always ends as either blues- 
oriented, soul-oriented or free form jazz. The band is a good 
learning experience for everyone.” 

UPEPO begins playing at eight o’clock this Friday night in the 
gym. Admission is one dollar for Clatsop students and two dollars 
for anyone else; no one under sixteen years of age please. So come 
on out and enjoy the music; maybe you'll learn something.

Current plans are for the music department to take it over fall term 
or shortly thereafter, vacating their rooms on third floor Towler 
Hall 


The college also has money in a time-savings account with which 
they would like to purchase or construct facilties for the physical 
education and art departments. The hill above the college (below 
the Astoria Column) has been considered as a possible building 
site. The National Guard owned armory and maritime museum are 
also being discussed for purchase by Clatsop College.

The student government office area is to expand as soon as some 
decisions can be reached on a number of things. The student 
council has yet to decide which direction they will expand, who will 
draw up the plans, and who will build it. The expansion should 
almost double the current space, giving our president a private 
office as well as badly needed space to publish this rag. Hopefully 
each council member will be given his or her own cubicle equipped 
with desk. The ASBI has $60,850 plus interest in its construction 
fund for the project.

Sugar Sense 


Sugar — ordinary, white, 
granulated sugar — is a 


the most common an 
dangerous foods on our grocer’s 
shelves. 


The increased use, or abuse, 
of sugar in the Western diet has 
beome a cause of great concern 
to many people, like Dr. John 
Yudkin, author of the book 
Sweet and Dangerous, who 
says: “I can make two key 
statements that no one can 
refute: first, there is no 
physiological requirement for 
Sugar, secondly, if only a small 
fraction of what is already 
known about the effects of sugar 
were to be revealed in relation 
to any other material used as a 
food additive, that material 
would promptly be banned.” 
It’s excessive use has been 
shown to cause or contribute to 
a variety of modern ills ranging 
from tooth decay, heartburn, 
and obesity to diabetes, heart 
disease, and malnutrition. 

The key word is “‘excessive,” 
Americans today eat an 


average of 100 to 150 pounds of it 
per person per year; meaning 
that about 20 per cent of the

calorie requirements of many of 
us is being filled with sugar's 
“empty calories’’ (sugar 
provides us with nothing but 
calories, being around 99.9 per 
cent pure sucrose). This excess 
is recent and growing. 200 years 
ago the average sugar con- 
sumption waas about 40 pounds 
per year. Great Britain is the 
only country in which more 
sugar is consumed per capita 
than in the U.S. 

The sugar in the sugar bowl 
accounts for only a small 
percentage of the sugar we 
actually consume. It is the 
highly-processed, ready-to-eat 
foods we can find all over the 
supermarket which provide 
most of it. It’s called “hidden 
sugar” since most people are 
unaware of its presence. 

Next time you do your 
grocery shopping, check out the 
lists of ingredients on some of 
the labels. Since each 
ingredient is listed according to 
its volume, you can get a pretty 
good idea of what you are ac- 
tually buying just by paying 
attention to the order. Sur- 
prisingly often, sugar is listed 
first. 

You’d probably expect there 
to be a lot of sugar in candies,

rise to find out how much 
hidden sugar there is in things 
like canned soups. breakfast 


foods, canned fruits and 
vegetables, pickles, sauces, 
wines, hot dogs, baby foods, and 
ketchup. There are cereals, for 
instance, of which the main 
ingredient is sugar and it is 
difficult to find a ready-to-eat 
cereal on the shelves of Safeway 
in which sugar ranks lower than 
second on the list. 

-One of the least painful ways 
of lowering your sugar intake is 
by avoiding these “convenience 
foods,” or at least choosing 
them wisely. Again, reading the 
labels can tell you a lot. For 
instance, canned fruits come in 
“heavy syrup,’ “‘medium 
syrup,” and “‘light syrup."" The 
heavier the syrup, the more 
sugar you are buying. There are 
even a few, like pineapple, 
which are available canned in 
its own fruit juice. 

A little extra time reading 
labels can save youhundreds of 
empty calories you're not even 
going to miss besides giving you 
a heightened appreciation of the 
true flavors of the foods you eat, 
and perhaps a longer, healthier 
life to boot.

GI Scandal 
Haunts Vets 


Journalists are having a field 
day with recent reports of GI 
Bill abuses on college cam- 
puses, The word ‘‘scandal’’ has 
been dropped by Jack Anderson 
of the Washington Post, Diane 
Aurbach of the College Press 
Service, and others, to describe 
the $446 million overpayments 
to veteran-students. However, 
like a mirage, the figure has 
little resemblance to actual 
facts. 

The spectre of chiseling, 
dishonest vets ripping off 
taxpayers is now a common 
scene conjured up by 
newspapers and magazines. 
The opposite is true. Most 
veterans, when notified of over- 
payments by the Veterans 
Administration, promptly 
return the money, or return to 
school (allowing the VA to 
recover the money). 

Reasons for overpayments 
are numerous. A veteran may 
drop classes, quit school, or 
change institutions without 
promptly notifying the VA of the 
changes. Without prompt 
notification, checks continue to 
be sent out; this appears on the 
books as overpayments. 

A few veterans—it is 
estimated at 10 per cent—do 
deliberately try to rip off the 
VA. The situation almost calls 
for it, with most schools having 
liberal enrollment procedures. 
Both the VA and the State 
Approving Agency have been 
concerned, but not to the point 
of hard action with the schools. 

However that is changed 
today. The word is out, for 
students. Program fraud can 
lead up to one year in prison and 
$2,000 in fines. A notice of 
penalty was included with the 
November payment checks— 
one of several steps the VA is 
taking to cut down on over- 
payments. 

More veterans are attending 
school now than ever before in 
history. Charles C. Garefino of 
the National Association of 
Concerned Veterans (NACV) to 
call the GI Bill ‘‘one of the 
greatest pieces of legislation 
ever developed by Congress.”’ 
The results from the GI Bill are 
inestimable. Millions of people 
have received an education and 
billions of dollars have been 
generated into the economy as a 
result. 

Gl abuses there are. Yet there 
are abuses in any program 
involving millions of people and 
dollars over a period of years. 
Nevertheless veterans have 
shown they want the bill to be 
successful. The word “‘scandal’’ 
should be used only against 
those who say it blindly.

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Harnessing Tides 


One of the last great sources 
of untapped, raw energy is the 
ocean. Its tides, currents and 
varying temperatures all have 
enormous potential. 

So far, however, the ocean is 
being given a lot less attention 
— and research money — than 
most other exotic sources of 
energy. 

One scheme within the limits 
of existing technology is to turn 
the power of rushing tides into 
electricity. The French ac- 
complished this at one site by 
running the tidal flow of the 
Rance River Estuary on 
France’s northern coast 
through hydroelectric turbines. 
Other attempts have been made 
in Maine’s Bay of Fundy, but 
each has been dropped. 

The drawbacks include: They 
can only be used for peaking 
power, availability is limited to 
when the tides are flowing most 
Strongly, and they are ex- 
pensive to buidl. 

The advantages are the fuel is 
free and non-polluting. 

Another plan would be to take 
advantage of the temperature 
ranges of the ocean. At a depth

Pass the word! Post Korean- 
war veterans have only five 
months more to apply for their 
GI Bill benefits. 

Veterans who separated 
between Jan. 31, 1955 and May 
31, 1966 have only until May 31, 
1976 to apply for educational 
assistance. (Veterans who left 
the service after May 31, 1976 
have ten years from date of 
discharge to apply for benefits).

“If a veteran attending school 
notifies the Post Office at once 
upon changing his address, 
there is little chance he will 
miss receiving an educational 
benefit check on time,’ a VA 
official said.

can be near freezing, while on 
the surface the water is 75 to 90 


By using the warm surface 
water, engineers would boil a 
“working fluid’ — something 
with a low boiling point such as 
isobutane — and drive a tur- 
bine. The cold water from far 
below would be used to con- 
dense this fluid for recycling 
through the system. The end 
result is electricity, using a fuel 
no more expensive than sea 
water. The search continues.

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Houseplants 


Do your house plants look 4s though they belong in the garbage 
can instead of your living room? Never fear, hope is here; some 
knowledge to aid your crippled foilage. 

The majority of sick house plants are so due to either under or 
over watering. The symptoms in cases are easily 
recognizable. When your plant is Getting too much water the lower 
leaves turn yellow and the stems become soft and dark in color. 
Green scum may form on clay pots. Root rot is a ramification of too 
much water. Root rotis is an undesirable trait to have since only the 
Toots can gather the nutrients from the soil, water, and fertilizer. 

If your plants aren't Setting enough water they will let you know 
by wilting in pain. The edges of the leaves become dry and curl 
under, or the lower leaves become yellow with brown spots and fall. 
This will happen to your plant if it is in a spot too dry or too hot. 
Obviously, the remedy is to water until the excess runs from the 
drainage hole in the bottom of the plant. If your plant is still not 
better then you should move it to a cooler, damper location. 

Contrary to what many people believe, plants of most species do 
not like a drying out period between waterings, nor do they like to 
be drowned. Some plants can handle a drying out period, like cacti 
and succulents, because they are able to store water. 

When watering your house plants, use tepid water, pleasant to 
our hand, about 90 degrees farenheit. If it feels good to you it will 
feel good to your plants. Cold water makes them shiver, water too 
warm scalds them, but tepid water is absorbed gratefully. Also if 
your water is heavily chlorinated it’s a good idea to leave it in a pan 
overnight before watering so the chlorine can evaporate. 

Make whatever anallogies you'd like, 
like people and they don’t like to be thirsty or hungry just as you nor 


Ido. Regular waterings and fertilizings will aid to their health and & 


vigor. 


Remember upon recognition of a sick plant, prompt action will § 


give best results. Analyze what's wrong, you might be under- or 
overdoing something.

Marcus spoke for a few 
writing classes, and gave a noon 
reading of his own poetry in 
room 322-Towler.

The writing classes in which 
he spoke were silent as he read 
and talked of poetry, and how to 
write it. He told of some basics 
in style that were quite 
enlightening. As far as his own 
writing goes — he does it to find 
out what he himself is all about, 
never knowing where his poem 


will lead, letting his inner 
thoughts and feelings flow to the

Morton Marcus ‘compared 
poetry to prose by saying that 
with poetry you try to say as 
much as you can with as few 
words as possible.
